origin  of  the  name. 

The  most  rational  etymology  of  the  name  is  that  given  by 
Ferguson  in  his  work  on  English  surnames.  He  makes  it  a 
compound  of  a  word  in  the  ancient  Teutonic  languages,  saba  or 
sabas,  a  sword  (from  which  we  get  our  modern  sabre),  and  the 
^/^  German  termination,  rih  or  rich,  meaning  rule  or  dominion, 
and  generally  rendered  prince,  thus  making  the  meaning  of  the 
name.  Prince  of  the  Sword  or  Rule  of  the  Sword. 

There  was  a  Gothic  bishop  in  the  fifth  century  by  the  name 
ofSabas.  He  was  mentioned  in  Gibbons'  "Decline  and  Fall 
of  the  Roman  Empire."  The  name  or  some  compound  of  it 
existed  in  England  before  the  Norman  Conquest. 

One  of  the  earliest  notices  of  the  name  in  this  country  is 
among  the  passengers  of  the  ship  Mary  and  John.  They  took 
the  oaths  of  allegiance  and  supremacy  enacted  before  leaving 
England  on  the  24th  day  of  March,  1633.  In  old  style  this 
would  be  the  last  day  of  the  year.  Thomas  Savory's  name  is  the 
twelfth  on  the  list  and  William  Savory's  is  the  twentieth.  Wil- 
liam T.  Davis,  in  his  work,  "  Ancient  Landmarks  of  Plymouth," 
states  that  Thomas  and  William  were  brothers.  There  is  no 
record  of  children  born  to  William,  who  came  with  Thomas  on 
the  Mary  and  /ohn,  from  Wilts,  or  Wiltshire,  in  the  southwest  of 
England.  This  vessel  arrived  at  Ipswich,  Mass.,  on  the  first  of 
May,  1634,  after  a  passage  of  five  or  six  weeks.

ROBERT  SAVORY,   OF    NEWBURY,  MASS. 

Robert  Savory,  of  Newbury,  is  thought  to  have  been  a  son  of 
the  William  Savory  mentioned  above.  If  he  was,  he  probably 
was  born  in  England.  He  married  Mary,  widow  of  William 
Mitchell,  on  December  8,  1656.  Her  first  husband  had  died 
July  16,  1654.  If  Robert  was  born  in  England  it  is  probable 
that  he  was  born  in  the  Parish  of  Hannington,  in  the  vicinity  of 
which  was  the  English  home  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  Parker,  who 
became  the  first  minister  of  Newbury. 

Old  Newbury,  which  contained  the  present  towns  of  New- 
bury, West  Newbury  and  Newburyport,  was  founded  by  a  band 
of  twenty-three  persons  from  Ipswich  in  the  spring  of  1635.  The 
Rev.  Mr.  Parker  removed  from  Ipswich  shortly  afterward  to  con- 
tinue his  connection  with  the  Wiltshire  friends  who  had  preceded 
him,  while  still  more  followed  him  there. 

Robert  Savory  removed  from  Newbury  to  Bradford,  Mass., 
about  1670,  and  was  one  of  the  original  members  of  the  church 
there.  He  died  in  1690  while  returning  from  Canada.  He  .was 
probably  serving  in  the  expedition  against  Quebec  commanded 
by  Sir  William  Phipps.  An  examination  of  all  company  returns 
and  lists  as  are  preserved  in  the  Massachusetts  State  Archives 
does  not  show  any  reference  to  the  name  Robert  Savory.  It 
does  appear,  however,  among  a  list  of  proprietors  of  a  township 
west  of  the  Merrimack  river  and  adjoining  Contoocook,  granted 
in  1739  to  officers  and  soldiers  who  served  in  the  Phipps  expedi- 
tion of  1690  under  the  command  of  Captains  March,  Greenleaf 
and  Nelson.  His  widow  administered  March  29,  1692.  She 
died  December  13,  1704,  and  his  eldest  son,  William,  was  ap- 
pointed co-administrator  March  5,  1704-5.

William  Savory,  son  of  Robert,  was  born   September  15, 

1659.     He  married  Hannah and  died  about  1730.     He 

was  one  of  the  original  members  of  the  church  at  Groveland, 
once  East  Bradford,  in  1727.  His  wife  was  admitted  to  the 
church  February  18,  1727-28.     He  had  children  as  follows:

His  son,  John,  was  made  sole  executor  by  the  will,  but 
being  under  age,  administration  of  the  will  was  granted  to  the 
widow  during  his  minority.  She  was  also  appointed  guardian  of 
children,  William  and  Betty.  She  died  November  10,  1785.

Savory  Palmer.  He  was  only  eighteen  years  of 
age,  but  he  did  service  in  the  defence  of  Cape 
Ann  in  November,  1775,  and  died  July  17,  1819.

1749,  Samuel  Palmer,  Jr.  He  was  born  March 
3,  1727,  the  son  of  Samuel  and  Elizabeth  Pal- 
mer. He  was  on  the  Alarm  List  of  April  19, 
1775,  and  marched  to  Cambridge  in  Captain 
John  Savory's  company.  He  died  September 
3,  1800.

September  ir,  1755,  and  had  two  sons,  Thomas, 
born  February  16,  1756,  and  John,  born  No- 
vember 18,  1757.  He  died  April  5, 1805.  His 
wife  died  June  4,  1823,  and  his  son,  John,  died 
January  i,  1823.  His  son,  Thomas,  probably 
died  May  24,  1829.  He  commanded  the  Sec- 
ond Foot  Company,  of  Bradford,  Mass.,  Min- 
utemen,  and  was  in  command  of  the  company  at 
Cambridge  when  the  troops  assembled  there 
after  the  Battle  of  Lexington.  He  afterwards 
led  a  detachment  of  his  company  to  the  defence 
of  Cape  Ann  in  November,  J  775.  Both  of  his 
sons  and  his  brother  were  in  the  same  company, 
his  son  Thomas  being  drummer.

VII.  Betty,  born  July  11,  1740,  married  December  31, 
1 761,  Solomon  Tenney.

Peel  Is- 
land was  settled,  as  stated  before,  in  1830,  Sav- 
ory's companions  consisting  of  an  American,  an 
Englishman,  an  Italian,  a  Dane  and  fifteen 
Sandwich  Islanders,  five  men  and  ten  women, 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Union  Jack.  The  in- 
habitants adopted  a  constitution  in  1853,  Nath- 
aniel Savory  becoming  Governor.  Besides  pigs, 
goats  and  fowls,  Peel  Island  produces  sweet  po- 
tatoes, maize,  onions,  yams,  pumpkins,  melons, 
lemons,  tobacco  and  sugar-cane.     Timber  is  also 
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plentiful,  though  not  of  great  size.  Nathanie 
Savory  married  a  native  of  Guam  and  had  five 
children.  He  died  in  1877  or  1878.  His 
strange  career  and  character  are  described  in 
Commodore  Perry's  account  of  his  expedition 
to  Japan,  and  in  Harper's  Magazine  for  March, 
1856.

Warner,  N.  H.,  and  destroyed  his  home,  as  will  be  related  here- 
after. They  removed  from  Amesbury,  Mass.,  to  Derry,  N.  H., 
where  they  lived  for  a  lime.  They  then  settled  in  Salisbury, 
N.  H.,  and  finally  moved  into  what  was  known  as  Kearsarge  Gore, 
in  Warner,  N.  H.     They  had  three  sons  and  one  daughter.

"  Know  all  Men  by  theese  preasents,  that  I,  Daniel  Savery, 
of  Kearsarge  Gore,  in  the  County  of  Hillsborough  and  State  of 

Newhampshire,   Yeoman,    do  stand  firmly  bound  unto 

Samuel  Savery  (my  Honoured  Father)  of  said  Kearsarge  Gore  in 
the  Sum  of  five  hundred  Dollars  to  the  payment  of  which  sum  I 
bind  myself,  my  heirs,  Executors  or    administrators    firmly    by 

theese  preasents  the  conditions  of  this  obligation  is  such 

that  if  I,  Daniel  Savery,  do  faithfully  and  punctually  pay  and 
discharge  all  the  debts  which  were  contracted  by  my  Honoured 
Father,  Samuel  Savery,  prior  to  the  first  Day  of  January,  1814, 
within  one  year  from  this  Date,  then  this  bond  is  to  be  nul  and 
voyd,  otherwise  to  be  in  full  force  and  virtue,  in  witness  where- 
of I  have  hereunto  Set  my  hand  and  Seal  this  seventh  Day  of 
March,  A.  D.,  one  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  fourteen.

At  the  time  the  great  tornado  swept  through  Warner,  N.  H., 
Sunday,  September  9,  1821,  Daniel  Savory's  house  stood  right 
in  its  path.  Hearing  a  fearful  rumbling  in  the  heavens,  Samuel 
Savory,  aged  72,  the  father  of  Daniel  (who  was  away),  hastened 
upstairs  to  close  the  windows.  The  women  of  the  household 
started  to  his  assistance,  when  the  house  whirled  above  their 
heads  and  instantly  rose  into  the  air,  while  that  which  was  left 
behind,  timbers,  bricks,  etc.,  literally  buried  six  of  the  family 
in  the  ruins.  The  body  of  the  aged  father,  Samuel  Savory,  was 
found  at  a  distance  of  six  rods  from  the  house  where  his  hgad 
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had  been  dashed  against  a  stone  and  he  had  been  killed  instantly. 
Elizabeth,  his  wife,  was  very  much  injured  by  the  timbers  that 
fell  upon  her.  Mrs.  Daniel  Savory  was  fearfully  bruised,  and 
the  infant,  Emily  B.,  whom  she  held  in  her  arms,  was  killed. 
The  family  were  extricated  by  the  assistance  of  the  elder  Mrs. 
Savory,  who  though  very  considerably  injured,  had  the  most  sur- 
prising strength  in  removing  timbers  and  bricks,  beneath  which 
could  be  faintly  heard  the  cries  and  moans  of  the  sufferers. 

Daniel  Savory's  buildings  were  not  only  levelled,  but  the 
materials  and  contents  were  dashed  into  ten  thousand  pieces  and 
scattered  in  every  direction.  Carts,  wagons,  sleighs,  plows,  sleds, 
were  carried  a  considerable  distance,  and  so  broken  and  shat- 
tered as  to  be  fit  only  for  fuel.  Stone  walls  were  levelled,  and 
rocks  weighing  four  or  five  hundred  pounds  were  taken  out  of 
their  beds  by  the  force  of  the  wind.  An  elm  tree,  near  where 
old  Mr.  Savory  fell,  that  was  a  foot  at  least  in  diameter  (some 
say  seventeen  inches),  and  too  strongly  rooted  to  yield,  was 
twisted  like  a  withe  to  the  ground,  and  lay  prostrate  like  a  wilted 
weed.  Logs  that  were  bedded  in  the  ground,  fifty  to  sixty-five 
feet  long,  were  not  heavy  enough  to  retain  their  places.  Not  an 
apple  or  forest  tree  was  left  standing. 

The  house  of  Robert  Savory  stood  very  near  this  place,  and 
that  also  was  utterly  demolished.  Mrs.  Robert  Savory  said  that 
she  anticipated  a  shower  and  went  into  a  bedroom  to  take  up  a 
child,  and  was  conscious  of  nothing  more  till  she  found  herself 
among  timbers  and  ruins,  greatly  bruised  but  the  child  unhurt, 
her  husband  buried  altogether  in  the  bricks  with  the  exception 
of  his  head,  and  two  children  completely  covered  by  the  splin- 
ters and  rubbish.  This  family  of  eight  persons  were  all  hurt, 
but  none  dangerously. 

There  were  twenty-four  hives  of  bees  at  the  Robert  Savory 
place,  perhaps,  the  property  of  both  families.  The  ground  was 
sweetened  with  honey  for  half  a  mile,  but  no  hive  and  no  sign 
of  a  bee  has  been  seen  since.  Furniture  and  crockery  were 
smashed  and  scattered  about  everywhere,  as  were  also  the  legs, 
wings  and  heads  of  fowls.  Several  acres  of  corn  and  potatoes 
adjacent  to  the  buildings  were  swept  off  clean,  not  leaving  an 
ear,  save  at  some  distance,  a  few  in  heaps.  One  barn  was  taken 
up  whole,  and  after  being  carried  several  rods,  went  to  pieces 
and  flew  like  feathers  in  every  direction.  The  Savorys  and 
Abner  Watkins  had  captured  a  bear  and  had  chained  him  to  a 
sill  of  Robert  Savory's  barn.     Though  the  barn  was  entirely 
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destroyed  to  its  foundation,  the  sill  to  which  the  bear  was 
chained,  being  a  cross  sill  and  bedded  into  the  ground,  remained 
in  its  place,  and  the  bear  was  unhurt. 

No  person  could  conceive,  without  vi-siting  the  spot,  the 
horrors  of  that  instant — it  was  but  an  instant,  when  houses, 
barns,  trees,  fences,  fowls,  etc.,  were  all  lifted  from  the  earth  in- 
to the  bosom  of  the  whirlwind,  and  anon  dashed  into  a  thousand 
pieces,  a  few  large  stones  remaining  in  their  places,  and  others 
strewed  on  each  side  for  several  feet  indicated  where  a  stone  wall 
had  stood  ;  a  few  fragments  of  timber  and  a  small  quantity  of 
hay,  which  had  since  been  gathered  together,  denoted  the  place 
where  stood  the  barns ;  a  few  timbers  and  bricks,  and  at  one 
place,  the  floor  remained  of  what  composed  the  dwellings  of  the 
two  Savorys  ;  and  the  feathers  here  and  there  discovered  in  the 
dust,  showed  that  the  very  fowls  of  heaven  that  had  often  sported 
with  the  clouds,  could  not  fly  the  swift  destruction.
